FRYING PAN 
OF CZAR TO 
SOVIET FIRE 
Czecho-Slovakian Describes 
Change in Russia After 
Bolshevik Aggression 


Describing the change in Russian 
conditions as a transition from the 
“Czaristic frying pan into the Bol- 
shevik fire.” Dr. . C. Retasig, 
banker of Brno, Czecho-Slovakia, 
says the only difference between 
the old days and the new, as far 
as the Russian common people 
are concerned, is that they now 
can talk politics to their hearts’ 
content. Dr. Reissig arrived at 
the Biltmore yesterday on a tour 
around the worid. 

“One of the Ru@ian t's 
sorest trials in the old days was 
that the Czar wouldn't allow him 
freedoia of political speech, a form 
of verbal exercise in which he 
dearly loves to engage,” sald Dr. 
Reissig. “That's been changed 
now, the peasant being permitted 
to deliver himeelf of all political 
thoughts that may be seething 
within him. And he takes abun- 
dant advantage of this great boon.” 

Hie own country is prospering, 
Dr. Retesig said, ite industrial prog- 
ress being particularly marked. 

“There is every reason why we 
should succeed industrially, for to 
eur country fell about 65 per cent 
ot the industrial establishments of 
the former Austrian Empire.“ he 
commented. “Our chief problems 
at thie time are such as result 
from inexperience in conducting a 
new form of government.” 

The banker referred to the oper- 
ation of the land law adopted 
about three years ago, which pro- 
vides for reversion to the gcvern- 
ment of land of all estates exceed- 
ing 700 hectares In area. .
